- Construction workers at the 
Broadway underpass in Venice 
returned to their jobs today 
under a_ settlement reached 
yesterday afternoon between 
the contractor and the United 
Black Workers Association and 
the Black Egyptians. 

Members of the two groups 
and representatives of the 
Metro-East Labor Council had 
halted work on the project yes- 
terday morning. 

Clyde E. Nelson, president. of 
Nelson Construction Co., Inc., 
contractor for the auto - rail 
grade separation project, said 
that at 8:50 a.m. yesterday. 32 
blacks approached 12 of his 
workers (10 white and two 
black) at the project site and 
told the workers they were 
shutting down the job. 

The construction men went to 
the top of the new underpass 
and told the visitors to stay off 
the bridge portion, Nelson re- 
lated. 

He said some of the 32 picked 
up bricks and rocks and started 
onto the top of the underpass. 
Several workers picked up 2x4- 
inch boards and said that if 
the visitors proceeded farther 
onto the top of the overpass, 
they might fall to the bottom 
of the tunnel, 30 fect below. 

Emergency Stoppage 

Venice Chief of Police Ralph 
D. Brawley and several Venice 
policemen arrived at the scene 
at this time. Brawley ordered 
the work stopped under a state 
of emergency until a settlement 
could be reached. 

All off-duty Venice and Madi- 
son policemen were ordered to 
report for stand-by duty and 
Granite City ordered several 
units on stand-by. 

Nelson said the incident was 
the result of a meeting on the 
construction site Tuesday in 
which Clarence Sadler, presi- 
dent of the United Black Work- 
ers, and Carl Marr, a repre- 
sentative of the Metro-East La- 
bor Council, asked that the 
company begin a progr 
program of hiring more blacks 
for the job.

Rules Personal Tax on 
Corporations Illegal 


The collection of personal 
property taxes from corpora- 
tions was ruled unconstitutional 
Tuesday in a circuit court ruling 
in Chicago by Judge Walter P. 
Dahl. 

Judge Dahl held that because 
individuals have been exempted 
from the personal property tax 
by state legislation, corporations 
are being denied equal protec- 
tion under the law. 

The ruling was handed down 
in a class action suit filed last 
fall by a ‘Chicago auto parts 
firm on behalf of all corpora- 
tions and business firms in 
Cook County. Judge Dahl said 
that collection of personal taxes 
from. corporations violates the 
14th amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution defining equal pro- 
tection.

A new county tax rate of 35 
cents per $100 assessed valua- 
tion—only .5 of a cent under last 
year's rate of 35.5 cents—was 
announced yesterday by County 
Clerk Eulalia Hotz. 

The new rate, the first for 
the 1970 tax year to be an- 
nounced by the clerk's office, 
will be extended against a new 
Madison county valuation of 
$940,539,695 to determine tax 
bills for county purposes to be 
collected this summer. 

The 1970 assessed valuation, 
Miss Hotz said, has been cer- 
tified by the Illinois State De- 
partment of Revenue at the 
$940,539,695 figure, a drop of 
$36,584,293 below the 1969, coun- 
ty-wide assessment of $977,- 
123,988. 

Although county officials an- 
ticipated a reduction of 3 to 4 
cents in last year’s rate when 
the 1970-71 budget and tax levy 


were approved last November, 
the slash in the assessed valu- 
ation kept the rate decrease 
ata minimum.

Strong Demand, Acquisition Bolster GC Steel's Outlook — 


“Tt is expected that the de- 
mand for steel will be strong 
during the first half of 1971 as 
manufacturers .and other fabri- 
cators build inventory against 
the possibility of a steel strike 
later in the year,” Granite City 
Steel Co. stockholders were told 
in the annual printed report of 
the firm this week. 

“Granite City Steel Co. should 
have: good first-half shipments 
with a more favorable product 
mix than in 1970, when we 
maintained operations at;a high 
volume only by shipping large 
tonnages of semi-finished steel,” 
Nicholas P. Veeder, board 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, and Lyle F. Gulley, 
president, said in a joint state- 
ment. 

“The company's production 
facilities are now in better bal- 
ance than in 1970 and we are 
correspondingly better able to 
support the rebuilding of our 
market position. 

Cast—Price Gap 

“We are also hopeful that the 
increase in raw .material and 
other costs will not escalate as 
rapidly as in 1970, and that it 
will be. possible to close some 
of the inflationary gap between 
costs and prices,” they noted. 

“Net income in 1970 was $3,- 
585,000 or 76 centers per share 
of common stock, compared 
with $1,672,000 or 32 cents per 
share in 1969, when ‘results were 
affected by unusual . operating 
problems early in the year. 

“Production and shipments in 
1970 were up slightly over 1969 
and higher than any previous 
year, 

“Nevertheless, 1970, fell short 
of expectations and was not a 
satisfactory year for Granite 
City Steel or ‘the steel industry. 

Shortages, Recession 

“It was a year of recession 
with the durable goods sector 
of the economy operating con- 
siderably below recent levels.

In 1969, 4.8 
million people 65 and older were 
living in poverty, almost 260,000 
more than in 1968. In the same 
period, poverty declined by ‘1.2 
million in all other age groups. 

Heaith Costs Rise 

“—Average health costs for 
the aged in 1969 were $692 per 
person, 2% times that for those 
in the 19-64 age bracket. Medi- 
care pays less than one-half of 
the health costs for the elderly. 

“—Less than 1% of the federal 
mental health budget goes to 
research on aging or the aged 
even though 25% of admissions 
to mental hospitals are of per- 
sons ‘aged 65 or over.” 

“Equal opportunity for hous- 
ing, health care, employment, 
and recreational advantages 
must be restored to our senior 
citizens,” Percy | said. “I be. 
lieve my legislative proposals 
will begin that restoration.” 

Percy's seven-point proposal 
includes: 

—a bill to create an Assistant 
Secretary of Housing for the 
Elderly within the office of 
HUD, to administer, plan and 
coordinate housing programs 
for the elderly. 

—a bill to improve conditions 
in long-term care facilities 
which would develop more com. 
prehensive and stricter federal 
standards for these facilities 
and provide for inspection, 
training and enforcement 
monies. 

—a bill to remove travel re- 
strictions on the elderly im- 
posed because of lack of funds 
by requiring half-fare.opportuni 
ties on mass transit facilities, 
trains and buses crossing state 
lines and airlines, during non- 
rush hours or on a seat-avail- 
ability basis. This bill would 
also make it a federal offense 
to deny automobile insurance 
on the basis of advanced age. 

—a Dill to restore 100% de- 
ductability of medical expenses 
for seniors. 

—A bill to include drugs un- 
der Medicare which would elim- 
inate partial payment by the 
consumer. 

—a bill to provide employ- 
ment opportunities for the el-

GROWING FRUIT TREES 
IN THE HOME ORCHARD’ 

You can grow fruit trees in 
the home orchard for-an in- 
teresting and satisfying hobby. 
With careful selection, proper 
location and good management, 
a fuirttree 
a fruit tree will enhance your 
home landscape and provide 
you with high-quality tree-rip- 
ened fruit. 

Before planting, consider such 
factors as available space, fruit 
production per tree, pollination 
requirements, space needed per 
tree, equipment ‘needs, time 
from planting to bearing, useful 
life of the tree, and type of tree. 

A small to moderate-sized 
planting for the beginner is 
recommended. Start with two to 
six trees and add more later. 
You will harvest more fruit 
from a small, well-cared-for or- 
chard than from a ‘large, poor- 

“ly-cared-for planting. 

Dwarfed trees are available 
from most reputable nurseries 
and readily fit into the smalt 
suburban garden. They are easy 
to prune, spray and harvest. 
The fruit produced is usually 
equal to or better in size, color 
and quality than from standard 
trees, Eopalierrtype training can 
be used to blend the plants into 
the landscape plan or provide a 
novel producing unit. Dwarfed 
espaliered trees tend to produce 
fruit at an early age. 

When apples and pears are to 
be planted in the home orchard 
or landscape plan, the use of 
dwarf trees overcomes the ob- 
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jection to the large size at- 
tained by standard trees. Stone 
fruit trees (peach, plum, cher- 
Ty, apricot) are also available 
on dwarfing stocks. While not 
as thoroughly tested as the ap- 
ples and pears, trees of these 
fruits can be a valuable addi- 
tion to the planting. If regular. 
Rursery trees are used, they 
¢an be dwarfed or kept small 
by pruning. 
- Trees with several different 
varieties of one kind on one 
trunk are avaliable.. Such trees 
may be of value where there is 
Space for only one or two trees. 
These are sold as multiple va- 
riety or 5-in-1 trees by the nurs- 
ery. A hobbyist can make his 
own Sin-l or even a 25-in-1 
tree by budding and grafting. 
Require Considerable Care 
However, fruit trees require 
considerable care. If you are 
unable to devote the proper 
amount of time to a home or- 
chard you will probably be dis- 
appointed at harvest time. 
Different fruits vary in amount 
of care required, The greatest 
variations are in the susceptibil- 
ity to disease attacks and the 
length of time from bloom to 
harvest. There are also differ- 
ences in these characteristics 
between varieties of the same 
fruit. Spraying for diseases and 
insects requires the greatest 
amount of time. Generally 
Speaking, you must spray to 
protect flowers and fruit from 
pests from blossom to harvest. 
Other sprays are required to 
protect leaves,. trunk and limbs 
at various times of the year. 
Always consider the length of 
the required spray schedule 
ing fruits and va-

Cherries, for example, 
ripen in early June and have 
the shortest spray schedule. The 
spray schedule for apples that 
ripen in July is two months 
shorter than for Golden Delici- 
ous apples that ripen in Septem- 
ber or October. Early maturing 
peaches require fewer sprays 
than late-season varieties. 

The length-of-spray-schedule 
range for fruit trees from the 
shortest to the. longest is cher- 
Ties, early peaches, apricots, 
summer apples, late peaches, 
plums, pears, and fall and win- 
ter apples. Home gardeners 
might do best to grow the short- 
season varieties and buy late- 
varieties from area orchardists.

STARTING VEGETABLE 
ISPLANTS 


Broccoli, cauliflower and 
cabbage should be seeded now 
for early transplanting. 

If you buy these, but grow 
transplants of tomatoes, egg- 
plant and peppers, its time to 
prepare for seeding. These 
vegetables need 5 to 8 weeks 
from the time of seeding to 
develop into good transplants. 
For early May planting, this 
means that you should start in 
early March. 

Cucumbers and melons can 
also be started indoors, but 
these require only 4 to 5 weeks 
‘between seeding and planting. 
Start these in early April for 
garden setting in early May. 
The cucurbits should be sown 
in some type of individual con- 
tainer such as a peat pot for 
best results. 

Healthy and vigorous trans- 
plants are possible if you use 
good seed, a good soil mix, 
adequate heat, light and mois- 
ture, and proper management. 
For more information on this 
subject, ask for Circular 884 
“Growing Vegetable Trans- 
plants” from the Publications 
Office, College of Agriculture,

cult to combat in other ways 
and at other times. 

The primary material used 
for insect control at this time 
is plant spray oil—a non-toxic, 
safe pesticide that kills through 
suffocation rather than poison- 
ing. Scale insects are the prin- 
ciple pest. 

If disease control is needed, 
especially plum pockets and 
peach leaf curl, use Captan, 
ferbam or zineb or a multi- 
purpose spray mix, Captan and 
plant spray oil do not mix, so 
avoid using these two materials 
on the same tree. 

Spraying should be done on a 
warm, calm day and at a time 
when it will not freeze for 24 
hours. Try to get thorough 
coverage of .all limbs and 
branches. A build-up of scale 
insects has been Observed, so 
this spray is very important. 
Also, remeniber to keep oil 
sprays from drifting onto 
painted buildings or fences. 
Otherwise, discoloration will 
occur. ; 

Black raspberries suffer from 
anthracnose disease and a de- 
layed dormant (green tip) 
spray of lime sulfur is recom- 
mended. However, lime sulfur 
is difficult to find. If unavail- 
able in your area, plan to spray 
with an all purpose spray mix 
or captan or zineb at 10 day in- 
tervals from green tip through 
June 15, plus one spray imme- 
diately after harvest. This pro- 
gram will control enough infec- 
tion to give good yields. 


SELECTING TREE FRUIT 
VARIETIES FOR SW ILLINOIS 

Cold winter evenings are a 
fine time to study the nursery 
catalogs for fruit variety selec- 
tions and dream of future har- 
vests. Many varieties are avail- 
able ‘and adapted to this area. 
However, many fail to grow to 
expectations or descriptions. 

Nursery catalogs are a tra- 
dition in this country. The 
photos and descriptions of 
beautiful, large fruits and veg- 
etables make one believe that 
utopia is in sight. The right 
selection of a variety is very 
important. You should reserve 
the right to read between the 
lines. Be skeptical of some of 
the claims about a plant or va- 
riety. 

Patented varieties are a 
trend in the nursery industry. 
Plant patents give a nursery 
exclusive propagation and sales 
rights for approximately 17 
years. Thus, nurseries may 


promote patented varieties 
rather than recommended va- 
rieties. Or, a recommended va- 
riety may not be available 
from every nursery. Several 
sources may have to be con- 
tacted to get what you want. 

All temperate fruits have 
adapted varieties for this area. 
Some may be more successful 
than others. Proper variety se- 
lection is. important because a 
fruit plant or planting should 
last for several years. An in- 
vestment in time and money is 
required to bring them into 
production. In the case of ap- 
ples and pears, its possible to 
wait 5-10 years for the first 
fruits. If the variety is poor or 
worthless, everything has been 
lost. 

Poor nursery stock is also a 
poor investment. Good plant 
material from a_ reputable 
nursery is the best insurance 
for a successful planting. 

A variety should be adapted 
to thé climate, possess good 
quality, and ripen in a desir- 
able season. Most varieties are 
good enough for any home use 
but some have exceptional 
quality for fresh eating, can- 
ning or freezing. These chara 
teristics are usually noted in 
fruit descriptions in the nurs- 
ery catalogs. 

Maturity season is of prime 
importance to many gardeners. 
Extremely early and extremely 
late ripening varieties usually 
lack some of the fine quality of 
mid-season sorts. However, 
earliness is an important asset 
in many instances. The first 
fruits of the season are a real 
treat in flavor. Also, care of 
the plants, especially spraying, 
is reduced after the fruits are 
picked. This is especially’ valu- 
able in the case of apples, 
peaches and plums. 

The following varieties are 
suggested for the home plant- 
ing because of their availabil- 
ity and time-proven reliability. 
They are listed in the order of 
ripening so that a sequence of 
ripe fruit can be enjoyed. 

APPLES: Stark Earliest, 
Quinte, Beacon, Barry, Jona- 
than, Grimes Golden, Red De- 
licious, Spartan, Ruby, Golden 
Delicious, Turley. These are im- 
itations or sports of many of 
these that are highly advertised. 
If they are “spur? types, they 
may well be better adapted to 
the small area of a home gar- 
den, 

PEARS: Maxine or Starking 
Delicious, Moon Glow, and 
Magness. These are the best

ease. Varieties such as Bartlett 
and Seckel cannot be surpassed 
for eating, but are too suscept- 
ible to diseases. 

PEACHES: Earliglo,/Sunhav- 
en, Red Haven or Commanche, 
Golden Jubilee, Halehaven, 
Belle of Georgia (white), Crest- 
haven and Redskin. These 
would give a succession of rip- 
ening of widely adapted varie- 
ties. There are many other va- 
rieties, new and old, that could 
be planted with success. For 
varieties that are most likely 
to endure extreme cold tem- 
peratures, try Surecrop, Prai- 
rie Dawn, Coiora, Reliance, 
and Madison. 

PLUMS: These are usually 
grouped by species, and there 
are four common kinds, These 
are the European or prune-type 
of which Green Gage and Stan- 
ley are suggested; Damson of 
which Shropshire is most wide- 
ly grown; Japanese, which in- 
clude most of the, fresh market 
plums for California and Meth- 
ley, Red Heart, Santa. Rosa; 
Hybrids, which includes Pre- 
mier, Superior, Ember, Sapa, 
and many others. Most plum 
varieties, especially the Euro- 
pean and Japanese types, re- 
quire cross pollination. Two 
or more varieties should be 
planted for better crops. 

APRICOTS: Earli-Orange is 
the most reliable variety, but 
others such as Superb, Stella 
and many seedlings may per- 
form well. Apricot trees grow 
to a large size, so ‘give them 
plenty of room. 

CHERRIES: Early Richmond 
and Montmorency are the most 
popular of the red sour cher- 
ries. Meteor and Northstar can 
be planted where dwarf trees 
re wanted. Sweet cherries are 
less predictable than the red 
sour kind, but the varieties of 


Yellow Glass, Black Tartarian, ~ 


Van and Windsor can be plant- 
ed. Two or more varieties of 
sweet cherries should be plant- 
ed for cross pollination. 

Many other fruit varieties wil 
perform well in special situa- 
tions. Try some of these if you 
have room.

Developing good eating hab- 
its in children doesn’t just hap- 
pen naturally. It takes time, 
patience and some degree of 
strategy on your part. 

Begin by providing a pleasant 
atmosphgfe. All family mem- 
bers will look forward to meal- 
time if parents use this time to 
enjoy good food and family 
companionship. Don’t use meal- 
time to discuss family problems 
that could lead to quarrels or 
tension. Avoid nagging your 
child about his table manners 
or eating habits. 

Provide chair§ and dishes to 
fit the child’s size so that he 
can comfortably sit and eat. 
His feet need‘to rest on the floor 
or on firm support. Because 
small hands can’t manipulate 
large utensils, .provide your 
child with smaller ones. Dishes 
with high sides will help him 
push food onto his spoon or 
fork. 

Small children often spill food 
and eat messily, $0 arrange the 
child’s place with dishes, table 
linens, furniture and floor cov- 
ers that won't be ruined by 
spills. A piece of sheet plastic 
under his chair will not only 
protect the dining room floor- 
ing or carpeting but also help 
you keep a pleasant disposition. 

A child enjoys freedom of 
choice, so —~ within limits — let 
him choose from the family ta- 
ble* the foods and “amounts he 
wants to eat. Because children 
imitate, good habits are usu- 
ally “caught rather than 
taught.” A child picks up food 
likes and dislikes from older 
members of the family. Parents 
who have many food dislikes 
shouldn’t be surprised if their 
child develops similar food dis- 
likes. 

Allow enough time for your

If your 
child hasn't eaten after a rea- 
sonable length of time, quietly 
and calmly remove the food. 
Withhold snacks afterward, and 
your child will probably , be 
ready to eat at the next meal. 

When preparing and serving 
meals ‘adapt to your. child’s 
ability to handle food. Too 
large or too small pieces of food 
discourage a child. Most chil- 
dren like finger foods, such as 
meat strips, carrot sticks, toast 
Strips or lettuce wedges, be- 
cause they’re easy to handle. 
Children prefer small servings, 
lukewarm food, one flavor at 
a time, bland flavors and plain 
and unmixed foods. They tend 
to dislike coarse and rough tex- 
tures in food, starchy or gummy 
food, stringy and tough cuts of 
meat, and difficult-to-manage 
food, such as tong, slippery noo- 
dles or spaghewti. 

A child’s sense of degree of 
temperature differs from that of 
an adult. For instance, a food 
that’s warm to the parent may 
be actually hot to the child. 

Children enjoy attractive color 
combinations and are more apt 
to eat appetizing-looking food 
that has a variety of textures. 

It’s sometimes difficult to pro- 
vide small appetites with all the 
essential nutrients. So give your 
child nutritfous snacks, such as

Room, Board Grants 
Proposed for Students 


Al state-supported work-study 
program to aid needy students 
at all Illinois junior colleges, 
colleges and universities, both 
public and private, has been 
proposed by Frank C. Adams, 
director of financial assistance 
at Southern Jllinois Universtiy. 

Adams said that during the 
current year’ almost 
needy students are receiving 
state grants and scholarships 
which pay tuition and fees up 
to $1,200 but do not meet the 
cost of such items as room 
and board. To cover these ex- 
penses many students must 


have part-time jobs or borrow.. 


Because cutbacks are expect- 
ed in operating budgets of state 
institutions, Adams said funds 
for work programs will not be 
sufficient to meet ever existing 
needs, but it is anticipated that 
the number of grant-scholarship 
recipients may increase 50% 
next year, placing an even 
heavier burden on present work 
programs. 

Adams recommended a for- 
mula of $300 per grant-scho- 
larship recipient. Mutiplied by 
50,000, the total needed state- 
wide during 1971-72 would be a 
minimum of $15 million.

Approved by City Council 


An ordinance to control dogs 
in Madison was passed Tuesday 
night at the Madison City Coun- 
cil meeting after some discus- 
sion and several objections to 
the language of certain sections 
of the ordinance. 

The proposal was submitted 
by a special aldermanic com- 


mittee appointed to study the ps 


dog problem” by Mayor | Mike 
Sasyk early this year. 

The new ordinance contains 
all provisions. of the old dog 
control ordinance and includes 
several new provisions which 
prohibit owners: from allowing 
their dogs to run at large, pro- 
hibit mistreatment of dogs and 
makes a dog which is constant- 
ly barking a public nuisance. 

‘Objection Voiced 

Alderman Ray Kozielek ob- 
jected to the wording of section 
2 of the ordinance concerning 
dogs running at large. The or- 
dinance says, “Any dog found 
upon any public street, side- 
walk, alley, parkway, on prop- 
erty belonging to persons other 
than its owners, or any un- 
enclosed place, shall be deemed 
running at large..." Kozie- 
lek said the wording. was too 
general and that evén dogs that 
broke loose or ran away for an 
hour would be classified as run- 
ning at large and could be im- 
pounded. 

Mayor Sasyk said, “That is 
not the purpose of: this ordi- 
nance. We ate not going to-pjck 
up that kind of dog.” 

Koziclek further objet 
a provision in 
that requires a dog not on its 
owner’s property to be “firm- 
ly held on a leash and under 
the control of a person, or... 
in an enclosed vehicle, or... 
muzzled.”’ 

“This means that’ you can’t 
even walk down the street with 
your dog: walking along side- of 
you,” he said. 

Objection Unanswered 

The objection was un- 
answered and the ordinance 
was passed unanimously by the 
council. 

The new ordinance calls for 
owners of all dogs over the 
age of three months to pay an 
annual tax of $1 for each dog 
the tax for unspayed fe- 
male dogs over the age of three 
months was set at $5. Deadline 
for paying the tax for a dog tag 
was set as May 1 by the ordi. 
nance. Replacement tags will 
cost 25 cents. All dogs are re- 
quired to wear collars bearing 
the current tag. 

The ordinance also requires 
all dogs,to be inoculated against 
rabies annually, that it shall be 
the duty of the owner. or 
son having custody of a 
that bites a human to immedi 
ately notify the unty Rabies 
Inspector, that dogs which ha- 
bit bark and disturb the 
peace are declared a public 
nuisance, and that no person 
shall be allowed to beat, or 
ibuse a dog owned by him or 
under his custody, or to allow 
the dog to go without food or 
shelter, 

The fee for redeeming any 
dog from the city shelter was 
raised to $3 from the present 
$1. No dog will. be released 
until the fee and current tax 
are paid.

ist Penalties 

Penalties for any person, firm 
or corporation which violates 
the dog ordinance was set at 
not less than $1 nor more than 
$100. for each offense and each 
day the violation occurs. 

A police report form to be 
used in the event of dogs biting 
humans or other complaints 
about..dozs was submitted to 
the (council by Alderman Dick 
Kismer. The form was accept- 
ed. 

John Beilcoff, city clerk, told 
the council that the city has re- 
ceived its audit of the expendi- 
ture of 1969 motor fuel taxes by 
the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings.

Vadalabene was the sponsor 
of similiar committee in the 
last General Assembly, which 
resulted in an Illinois Com- 
merce Commission order re 
quiring rural telephone systems 
to be upgraded. Because the 
order has not been implement- 
ed, Vadalabene wants the study 
cpmmittee continued. 

Vadalabene ,noted, “pressure 
should be continued on the Il- 
linois Commerce commission to 
see that they adequately en- 
force regulations in the area 
of rural telephones.”

GC Town Budget Up; Hearing Set April 13 


A new Granite City township 
budget of $349,648—reflecting an 
increase of $38,749 over that of 
the 1970-71 fiscal year and a 
rise of $106,073 over the town- 
ship appropriation and tax levy 
of two years ago—has been 
posted for public inspection. 

The new. appropriation bill, 
now on file in the office of City 
Clerk Robert Stevens who also 
serves as town clerk, shows 
projected expenditures of $121,- 
950 in the town fund, $211,698 in 
the general assistance (welfare) 
fund, and $16,000 in the mu- 
nicipal retirement fund, Gran- 
ite City, unlike other townships 
in the Quad-City area, has no 
road and bridge fund. 

Approval of the new budget 
is subject to a public hearing 
scheduled at 6 p.m. on April 13, 
one hour before the annual town 
electors’ meeting, although un- 
der new state laws the town 
board (the city council) now 
has sole control over establish- 
ing the budget figures. 

In previous years the town- 
ship budget and tax levy were 
approved by the electors in the 


,annual town meeting. The new 


law takes away from the. elec- 
tors any authority over the 
budget and tax levy, eliminat- 
ing the final vestige of ‘grass 
roots” government. 

All Funds Increased 

Expenditures listed) in the 
new budget show incteases in 
all three funds, with most of the 
rise in the general assistance 
appropriation. The; budget of 
$121,950 in the town fund is up 
$6,900 over last year’s figure of 
$115,050, but a rise of $19,620 
over the 1969-70 budget. 

The general assistance fund 
budget for the new fiscal year 
which -began March l, totaling 
$211,698, is a rise of $30,849 over 
the appropriation of last 


and anincrease of. $80,953 over 
the budget of two years ago. 
These comparisons indicate a 
sharp increase in welfare costs 
to the township during the past 
two years. 

Cost of municipal retirement 
payments by the township is 
budgeted at $16,000, up $1000 
over the 1970-71 figure of $15,- 
000, and up $5,500 over the ap- 
propriation of the 1969-70 fiscal 
year. 

On the basis of these figures, 
$30,849 of this year's increase in 
the township budget is in the 
general assistance fund. This is 
approximately 80% of the over- 
all budget increase. 

A major part of the general 
assistance fund increase, -budg- 
et figures show, is in the ac- 
count for home relief where the 
item for food costs is, listed in 
this year's budget at $115,000, 
compared to $85,000 last year. 
This accounts for virtually all 
of the general assistance fund 
boost in projected expenditures. 

Medical Cost Rises 

The budget for medical care, 
including nursing, dental and 
optical costs, is set at $13,000 
this year, up $4,000 over last 
year’s $9,000 figure, but the 
new budget shows $23,148 in un- 
paid bills, down from the $25,- 
299 figure of a year ago. 

Private hospitalization costs 
are budgeted this year at $18,- 
000 compared with, $20,000 last 
year. Total administration costs 
for the new fiscal year are pro- 
jected at $30,000, up from ‘last 
year’s $28,300. 

In the town fund, a slight re- 
duction is made in this year’s 
appropriation for compensation 
of town officers, with a new 
total of $23,010, compared to 
$24,010 dast. year. Among items 
educgd in this account is the

Fees for the board of auditors 
(the city council) during the 
new year are set at $3750, down 
from-last year’s $4250. 

A new item .in this year's 
budget in the account for com- 
pensation of town officers is an 
item of $1,500 for “special 
schooling” of deputy assessors. 

The town fund appropriation 
for auditing is unchanged at

To meet projected expendi- 
tures of the 1971-72 budget,. the 
appropriation bill now on public 
view proposes the sale of an- 
ticipation warrants __, totaling 
$175,000—of which $98,000 will 
be borrowed for town fund ex- 
penses, $70,000 for general a 
sistance fund expenses and 
$7,000 for municipal retirement 
fund payments. 

Such borrowing is necessary 
because tax collections for the 
1971-72 year will not be made 
until the summer of 1972 to pro- 
vide funds for financing this 
year’s expenditures, This year’s 
anticipated borrowing, however 
is nearly double that required 
for township operation only a 
year ago 

Under the appropriation bill 
for the 1970-71 year adopted in 
April 1970, the township pro- 
jected borrowing requirements 
of only $40,000 for the town 
fund, $45,000 for the general as- 
sistance fund and $6,000 for the 
municipal retirement fund, a 
total of $91,000 or $84,000 less 
than the budget says must be 
anticipated to meet this year's 
needs. 

Another comparison showing 
highly increasing costs of town- 
ship operation is the cash bal- 
ance of the town fund at the be- 
ginning of the new fiscal year

Communications

Keynot speaker for the third 
annual Mass.

Sixteen Candidates Bid for Seven Aldermanic Posts in GC Election 


Battle for Street Superintendent to 
Spark City Election Activity Tuesday 


Granite City voters will go to 
the polls Tuesday to elect a su- 
perintendent of streets and sev- 
en aldermen—one in each of the 
city’s wards, 

Opposition for the street su- 
perintendent’s post will high- 
light the city races on a city- 
wide basis. All incumbent al- 
dermenh whose terms expire this 
year /have filed for re-election 
and all are opposed in their re- 
spective wards. Election of al- 


ward basis with voters of each 
ward voting only on the candi- 
dates seeking election to the one 
aldermanic post within the 
ward. . 

Unlike municipal elections of 
past years, ‘the Granite City 
balloting on Tuesday will not 
be accompanied: by. a township 
election or a Granite City Park 
District election. There will be 
no Granite City township elec- 
tion this year under a state 
ruling that incumbent assistant 
supervisors now in office will 
serve until June 1972, There 
was no election of a supervisor 
scheduled this year. 

Park Election Later 

The park district balloting, 
held in past years on the first 
Tuesday of April, coincidental 
to the city and township elec- 
tions, has been changed to the 
third Tuesday of April which 
will be April 20 this year. 

Four candidates are seeking 
election ta the street superin- 
tendent’s post—a job that will 
pay an annual salary of $13,000 
beginning May 1. The salary 
presently is $9,000 per year, but 
was changed by city council 
action two months ago to be- 
come effective upon the begin- 
ning of the next term of office. 


Among candidates for the 
street superintendent post are 
Clayton “Jug” Harrison and Li- 
onel Portell, both presently em- 
ployed on the street department 
work force. Portell is foreman 
and has been with the depart- 
ment 14 years, Harrison ‘has 
been employed by the street de- 
ppstment for two and a halt 
years. 

‘Also seeking the superintend- 
ent’s office is Dan Churovich, a 
former state license investiga- 
tor, and Thomas Nesbit, a 25- 
year member of Local 90 of the 
Cement Finishers and Road 
Builders union. William War- 
field, incumbent street superin- 
tendent, did not seek re-clec- 
tion this year. 

Morlen Opposed 

Everett Morlen, incumbent al- 
derman of the First Ward, is 
opposed by two other candidates 
on the ballot, but one of these, 
Eugene Burnett, has announced 
he is making no campaign to 
win the post since his election 
might conceivably pose a con- 
flict of interest with his job, He 
js employed by the Illinois State 
Department of Labor. The other 
candidate in Ward One is Leroy 
Mangiaracino, a switchman at 
Lipsett Steel Products Co. 

Two candidates‘are in the field 
In Ward Two. These include 
Sam Whitmer, incumbent, and 
Chris Von Nida, Whitmer is 
employed at Granite: City Steel 
Co., and Von Nida is a salesman 
for National Auto Supply Co. 

Clyde Boyd, incumbent alder- 
man of Ward Three, is opposed 
py E, Jerry Walker, a security 
trader with Smith, Moore & Co. 
Boyd is a representative of the 
United Steelworkers of America. 

Polling places will open at 6 
a.m. and close at 6 p.m, Results 
of the balloting in the city’s 32 
precinct polling places will be 
reported to the office of City 
Clerk Robert Stevens as soon as 
the vote count is completed by 
election judges. 

Paper ballots will be used, An 
offer was made to the city two 
weeks ago ‘by County Clerk 
Eulalia. Hotz for use of voting 
Jnachines, but ballots already 
jiad been printed. A list of poll- 
ing places will be published in 
Monday's edition of the Press- 
Record, 

Ward Four has a three-way 
race in which Incumbent Alder- 
man Claude Green is opposed 
by Joseph Kastelie Sr, and 
‘Wade Campbell. Kastelic pres- 
ently is chief of detectives on 
the Granite City police depart- 
ment, but has retired effective 
‘April 30, Campbell is a produc- 
tion worker at the Phelps-Dodge 
plant in Venice.

‘The state guarantee that each school district can spend 
at least $520 per pupil falls far short of the average actual 
expenditure and as a result some districts simply cannot 
provide quality educational opportunities. 

In the long run failure to change the formula will be 
costly to our state. 

The complicated school aid formula needs to be over= 
hauled and Illinois must become less reliant on the real 
estate tax to determine whether or not a child will have the 
chance for a good education. - 

In Massac County is the extreme example of the in- 
equities of our present system. In one district there is an 
assessed valuation of $360,559 per pupil and in another dis- 
trict in the county there is an assessed valuation per pupil 
of $3,598—less than one per cent of the wealthy district.

A, Since your son remains an 
Tilindis resident while he is at 
school, he will have to file an 
Illinois income tax return if he 
earned in excess of $1,000. 

However, he will be allowed 
a credit on his Illinois return 
for any tax paid to Minnesota. 

He should consult the Minne- 
sota Department of Revenue 
concerning his tax obligations 
in that state. 

2, If I claim a credit for in- 
come taxes paid to another

Steel Joist Future Hinges 
On Greater Profits -- Akin 


Laclede Steel Co. may discon- 
tinue the fabrication of steel 
joists, President Paul B, Akin 
has informed stockholders in 
summarizing 1970 operations 
prior to the annual meeting to 
be held May 20 at the company 
offices in the Arcade Building, 
St. Louis. 

“One department that did 
poorly from a_ profitability 
standpoint was our joist fab- 
ricating facility at the Madi- 
son plant,” Akin related. 

“Competition in this high- 
Jabor product from manufac- 
turers with lower wage rates 
than Laclede’s has driven the 
price of steel joists down to 
1957 levels. 

“We have accordingly reduc- 
ed our joist sales in the last 
two years to a point that they 
are now an insignificant part 
of our product mix. If the pro- 
fitability of this product line 
cannot be improved soon, we 
may discontinue the fabrication 
of steel joists.’ 

In reviewing the overall per- 
formance of the company in 
1970, President Akin noted that 
the net ‘loss amounted to $4,- 
909,353, He continued: 

Pro Cited 

“Although this is a consider- 
able loss, I am very pleased 
with'the progress we made in 
our operations. 

“In my letters of May, August 
and November, I stated that we 
were having difficulty getting 
the new prestressed mill up to 
acceptable production levels, 
and that we were being forced 
to pay very high prices to 
obtain our primary raw mate- 
rial, ferrous scrap. 

“By year end the higher 
scrap prices had lowered our 
earnings by almost $7,000,000. 

“When we consider our op- 
erating loss for 1970 in light of 
Laclede’s increased scrap cost, 
it becomes obvious that many 
improvements were made.

“There were remarkable im- 
provements during i970 in our 
production departments. 

“The sales ‘department suc- 
ceeded in getting many price 
increases during the year and 
helped our operations by avoid- 
ing numerous low-profit orders. 

“Throughout the company, 
many management duties were 
reassigned, programs that could 
be postponed were postponed 
and by year end the salary 
force had been gradually re- 
duced by more than 10%. 

Pre-Stressed_ 

“The improvements Ijsted and 
many others blunted the heavy 
blow of increased scrap costs.

“The operation of this new 
mill ,did improve steadily all 
year, and with the present rate 
of progress, it will be produc- 
ing at acceptable levels soon. 

“In view of the adverse 
events that beset the company 
during the year, we decided 
that it would be prudent to 
revise our long-term debt struc- 
ture. In November, discussions 
were held with representatives 
of The Prudential Insurance Co. 
of America and our three St. 
Louis banks. 

“The group visited the new 
production facilities in Alton 
and then reviewed Laclede’s 
past, present and projected fin- 
ancial and opérating data. 

“It was agreed that the heavy 
debt payments falling due in 
1971 and 1972 should be spread 
out over four years, and that 
payments shouid start late in 
1972. i 

“We. plan to rétire our current 
debt of $3,000,000 by September 
of this year. 

Management Continuity 

“A new provision to our note 
agreement with Prudential be- 
came effective along with the 
revised debt maturity changes 
on Dec, 1, 1970. 

“The new provision states 
that payment of the note within 
90 days may be required if 
Laclede has a change of man- 
agement. 

“This continuity of manage- 
ment covenant is not spelled out 
in general terms, but states 
precisely that this provision 
may be invoked if any two of 
six specific key individuals 
leave the company. 

“Naturally, if this provision 
were employed, the bulk of the

Marijuana 'Muddle’ Confuses Citizens, Police, Courts 


Few social problems have re- 
ceived as much attention and 
resulted in as little agreement 
about what should be done as 
the marijuana. problem, ac- 
cording to Dr. Stanley E. 
Grupp, professor of sociology at 
Illinois State University. 

“Unfortunately,” Dr. Grupp, 
who has done widespread re- 
search on marijuana use, adds, 
“the definitive answers that 
can be given are limited.” And 
as a result, he comments, the 
marijuana problem has “rap- 
idly degenerated into the mari- 
juana muddle.” 

“The impetus in the public's 
concern about marijuana,” the 
ISU educator says, “‘is its ex- 


pansive use in the middle and 
upper classes, as well as its 
association with the dissident, 
the disenchanted, the sloven as 
well as the hippie groups. . . 
Had the use of marijuana re- 
mained confined to the- black 
and Mexican communities and 
among dance band musicians, 
an increase in use notwith- 
standing, it probably would not 
be receiving the extraordinary 
attention that it is today.” 

Is marijuana an addicting 
drug, as many claim? There 
is no evidence, Dr. Grupp says, 
of marijuana creating a phys- 
ical dependence on it in order 
to sustain physical stability, 
nor does it require an increase 





in dosage to achieve the same 
effect as before. However, 
there is evidence, he notes, that 
marijuana may be “mildly ha- 
bituating” for the person who 
finds the experience pleasur- 
able and likes to repeat the 
experience. 

There is popular belief — a 
myth, he called it — that mari- 
juana smokers are easily recog- 
nized by their appearance and 
behavior. Dr. Grupp declares 
he knows of no evidence to 
prove this — ‘“‘in fact, one of 
the more notable aspects of 
marijuana use is the ability to 
hide it,” he commented. 

The National Institute of Men- 
tal Health has been unable to 
identify any substantial health 
hazards associated with mari- 
juana usage, he said. However, 
he warned that one should not 
overlook “the possibility that 
future invesigations may estab- 
lish that certain patterns of 
marijuana consumption may be 
found to be more hazardous 
than currently established.” 

The view that persons who 
smoke marijuana inevitably end 
up using heroin is no longer

persons, 
the sociologist pointed out. How- 
ever, “‘it must be admitted that 
the relationship between mari- 
juana use and the use of épiates 
is not understood.” His own in- 
vestigations have shown that 
many marijuana users claim to 
have had an opportunity to use 
heroin although none actually 
had done so. 

There are those who deny 
there are any dangers surround- 
ing the use of marijuana, Dr. 
Grupp says, but it is his belief 
that the usé-of marijuana may 
be associated with or accomp- 
anied by other occurrences— 
“side effects,” he called them— 
which are dangreous. 

Law enforcement agencies, 
acct to the sociologist, are 


directing an increasing amount 


® 


of effort jinto marijuana law 
enforcement. Evidénce shows a 
marked ingrease in the number 
of arrests| in recent, years al- 
though the.rate now seems to 
be slackening. Although courts 
vary from] place to place, gen- 
erally they tend to be more 
lenient than police, the propor- 
tion of convictions in relation 
to arrests having decreased, 
and probation is being used i 
creasingly |in cases of conv’ 
tion, he said. 

Court-Police Balance 

The disparity between en- 
forcement by police and dispos- 
ition of cases in courts has the 
effect “lof disorganizing and 
vitiating the effectiveness of 
law enfordement,” Dr. Grupp 
said. “It is- difficult to under- 
stand how) the deterrent func- 
tion, the traditional function of 
the police,/can operate and be 
sustained under these disparate 
circumstankes. 

“We have presented the police 
with an- impossible situation. A 
balance needs to be sought so 
that there is greater consistency 
between what we expect of the 
police and] the response .of the 
judicial system.” 

Two trends charactize the

Students, Educators, Not Government, 
Will Solve Campus Unrest—Howlett 


‘The eventual solution to cam- 
pus unrest will come from stu- 
dents and college administra- 
tors, not from government, ac- 
cording to Michael J. Howlett, 
state Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts. 

Howlett, addressing the state 
convention of the Midwest 
Truckers Association at Spring- 
field, told the group: 

“More young pepole are go- 
to college here in Illinois 
ever before—443,662 as of 

the} September enrollment. Of 
that figure 311,831 were in the 
tax-supported institutions, ° and 
131,831 in private schools. 

“In this nation, we have more 
people in schools of all kinds 
than there—are in the entire 
full-time labor force. They are 
the best educated generation in 
history. 

Protests Diminished 

“Maybe we should keep our 
fingers crossed, but student 
protest this year seems to be 
diminished from last year. 

“Demonstrations are fewer. 
There isn’t so much harass- 
ment of company representa- 
tives who come to the campus 
seeking to employ graduating 
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seniors. Next thing you know, 
leading educators will actually 
be looking for jobs as college 
presidents. 

“The weather may have 
something to do with it. Winter 
is a bad time for marches. But 
I prefer to believe there: is an 
improvement in discipline on 
campus and an_ inclination 
among students to restrain their 
own most radical members. 

“Several months ago, the 
League for Industrial Democra- 
cy reported the radical move- 
ment is disintegrating among 
students. The League, incident- 
ally, is no voice of the estab- 
lishment. It was founded 66 
years ago by three of the great 
radicals of American history— 
Upton Sinclair, Clarence Dar- 
row and Jack London. 

“A survey of 50 campuses by 
the League found only 8.5% of 
student leaders favored the 
New Left. An equal number 
said they were conservatives. 
About 30.5% were liberals. All 
the rest were either moderates 
or followers of conventional 
party politics. 

“The report indicates student 
radicals have lost any chance 
they ever had of winning sup- 
port of the majority of students. 

Provoked Opposition 

“The New Left has proyoked 
the opposition of business, la- 
bor, the blacks and white- 
collar workers. It has destroyed 
any possibility of becoming a 
mass movement. 

“It is not practical to expect 
Congress or the Illinois General 
Assembly or President Nixon or 
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Governor Ogilvie to put an end 
to campus unrest. A solution is 
coming, but it will come from 
the colleges themselves—the 
administrators and the students. 

“Of the 443,662 who enrolled 
in Illinois’ colleges this year, 
there may be some who went 
there to dodge the draft. There 
may be some who went there 
seeking’ a life-time partner. 
There may be some who went 
there only because their par- 
ents pushed them. But, I would 
bet they all want to make 
something of their lives. 

“The hundreds of thousands 
who went to college for an ed- 
ucation are not going to be 
stopped by the small minority 
of wild thinkers among them.” 


Conduct Charge Filed
